Pay-by-plate 

parking mulled 


New review. Staff 
suggest tech-driven 
system downtown 
could increase capacity, 
eliminate meters, reduce 
maintenance costs 


The city has opted to hold 
off on a parking pilot project 
around the Halifax Common 
in favour of a more far-reach¬ 
ing study that could see a new, 
meter-less parking system for 
downtown Halifax and Dart¬ 
mouth. 

Jane Fraser, director of city 
planning and infrastructure, 
told regional council’s com¬ 
mittee of the whole Wednes¬ 
day she wants to conduct a 
holistic review of the city’s 
parking strategy, which was 
introduced in 2008. 

“It really is a bit of a dis¬ 
appointment,” Fraser said 
about calling off the Common 
pilot project. “But I think at 
the end we’re going to end up

with a better product.” 

Fraser revealed the change 
in direction during the budget 
presentation for the city’s 
planning and infrastructure 
department. 

She said part of the new 
review involves looking into 
pay-by-plate parking, a sys¬ 
tem that allows drivers to buy 
parking time by inputting 
their licence-plate number in 
a street-side kiosk. 

Parking attendants then 
use handheld devices to de¬ 
termine which cars have and 
have not paid and issue tickets 
accordingly. 

Benefits of the system in¬ 
clude lower setup costs and 
maintenance, less environ¬ 
mental waste, increased park¬ 


ing capacity and more rev¬ 
enue for the city. 

“When you make a park¬ 
ing meter you have to size it 
to the largest vehicle,” said 
Fraser. “But when you have 
technology what you can do is 
have two smaller.” 

According to Fraser, pay- 
by-plate technology stands to 
increase parking capacity by 
10 to 14 per cent. 

“Getting this done and get¬ 
ting that cutting-edge tech¬ 
nology in place will yield a 
whole bunch of benefits for 
eveiybody,” said Coun. Waye 
Mason. 

Besides investigating the 
feasibility of pay-by-plate 
parking, the review will 
examine parking governance 
and whether the municipality 
should own and operate park¬ 
ing garages, as well as parking 
capacity and location. 

Fraser said she intends to 
present a roadmap for mov¬ 
ing forward to the city’s trans¬ 
portation committee in the 
spring.

Two key reports being 
finalized for presentation 
to regional council 


Halifax is one step closer to 
eradicating the Cogswell Inter¬ 
change. 

Two studies are complete 
and being finalized for pres¬ 
entation to regional council 
on how to go about demolish¬ 
ing and developing the inter¬ 
change, long a lightning rod for 
debate in the city. 

The studies — a technical 


report and a market analysis 
— look at what could go in the 
space and whether the project 
would pull development away 
from other areas, said Jane Fra¬ 
ser, the city’s director of plan¬ 
ning and infrastructure. 

The Cogswell Interchange, 
known by many as the “road 
to nowhere,” was built in the 
1960s and intended as part of 
a never-completed harbour ex¬ 
pressway. 

City officials and the public 
have been debating its demoli¬ 
tion for more than a decade. 

“(The) next step will be to 
take the two studies that were 
done, to present them to coun¬ 


cil and to seek direction,” said 
Fraser during the budget pres¬ 
entation for the department 
of Planning and Infrastructure 
Wednesday. 

“I’m really excited to see 
whether we can get right to 
taking down the street,” said 
Waye Mason, councillor for 
downtown Halifax. 

Mason, whose downtown 
district encompasses the ill- 
fated mass of concrete, said he 
hopes the project is rolled out 
in stages over 10 to 15 years. 

“I don’t think we put all 
those 16 acres on the lot at once 
and say, ‘Bam—here it is,”’ said 
Mason, geordon omand/for metro 


HRM. Council seeks info 
on doubling budget for 
accessibility study 


Halifax councillors have 
asked staff to look into 
doubling the budget for as¬ 
sessing the accessibility of 
public buildings.

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Warmer weather, but... 

Rainfall warning issued 
ahead of latest storm 


A winter storm expected 
to batter Nova Scotia late 
Thursday will bring warmer 
weather — and rain instead 
of snow. Environment Can¬ 
ada issued a rainfall warning 
Wednesday afternoon sug¬ 
gesting up to 50 mm of rain 
is expected from the low pres¬ 
sure system moving up the 
eastern seaboard. 

In Halifax, meteorologist 
Claud Cote said wet snow 
will begin in the mid- to late 
evening and change to rain 
around midnight Thursday. 

“There won’t be much of 
an issue for people driving 


home (Thursday) because the 
bulk of precipitation will be 
taking place overnight,” said 
Cote. “Be careful of the pos¬ 
sibility of hydroplaning on 
Friday morning.” 

Cote said the storm will 
also bring strong winds gust- 
ing up to 70 km/h. The winds 
will shift to the southwest 
during the night, raising the 
temperature to 7 C. 

The rainfall warning states 
total amounts will range 
from 30 to 50 mm, with the 
heaviest rainfall over coastal 
areas of the mainland.

Nova Scotia doomed 
to decline: Report 


Now or Never. 

Panel makes several 
recommendations 
to reverse dwindling 
population, economy, 
and bolster attitudes 
towards business 


Nova Scotia is doomed to an 
extended period of decline un¬ 
less population and economic 
trends are reversed and suspi¬ 
cious attitudes about business 
are changed, a report released 
Wednesday says. 

The economic develop¬ 
ment report, written by a 
five-member panel led by Aca¬ 
dia University president Ray 
Ivany, says the province is in 
such bad shape that it is barely 
able to support its current 
standard of living. 

“Because of a combination 
of economic and demographic 
factors, we are teetering on 
the brink of long-term de¬ 
cline,” Ivany told about 250 
people at a news conference at 
Pier 21. 

Ivany said Nova Scotia’s 
population is expected to de¬ 
cline over the next 20 years 
as young people continue to 
leave the province to search 
for work. By 2036, the prov¬ 
ince expects to have 100,000 
fewer working-age people 
than it did in 2010, the report 
says. “You cannot have eco¬ 
nomic success with a popu¬ 
lation decline,” Ivany said. 
“There’s no way you can make 
that up with productivity or ef¬ 
ficiency gains.” 

On the economic front, 
Nova Scotia has recorded the 
worst performance of any 
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Acadia University president Ray Ivany, head of a five-member panel on Nova Scotia’s economic recovery, releases 
their final report in Halifax on Wednesday. The report presents 12 strategies promoting expanded immigration, 
enhanced research and development and revitalization of traditional rural industries.

province, on average, over the 
past 20 years. 

Ivany said this weakness 
can be traced, in part, to the 
province’s lack of confidence 
in its business leaders and 
entrepreneurs. 

“At best, we have an am¬ 
bivalence toward entrepre¬ 
neurs and the private sector,” 
he said. “We’re much quicker 
to move to suspicion about 
their motives than we are to 
celebrate their success.” 

As well, Ivany said the cul¬ 


ture in Nova Scotia is such that 
residents typically look to gov¬ 
ernments first for solutions. 

The panel had a budget 
of $800,000. Its report, called 
“Now or Never: An Urgent Call 
to Action,” offers 19 goals and 
12 long-term strategies, some 
of which call for lofty targets 
and drastic changes. 

On immigration, for ex¬ 
ample, the panel says the cur¬ 
rent number of people admit¬ 
ted annually — about 2,300 
— should be tripled. 

Premier Stephen McNeil 
said his government is poised 
to make an announcement on 
immigration in the coming 
weeks. 

“It’s exactly the direction 
we need to go,” he said. “We 
know we have challenges and 
the government has a role to

The 22nd Commerce Square 
is a mixed-use, 500,000-square- 


foot design that includes two 
towers for residential and of¬ 
fice space, bounded by Duke, 
Hollis, George, and Granville 
streets. 

Lydon Lynch is seeking six 
variances in pursuit of extra 
space along the sidewalk and 
fewer setbacks than usual. 

At 85 metres, the towers 
are well above the maximum 
allowable pre-bonus height of 
49 metres, but staff is recom¬ 
mending allowing the increase 
because of the benefit pro¬ 
vided by investment in herit¬ 
age infrastructure, sustainable 
construction practices and the 
inclusion of significant public 
space.

Christmas store closing 



After 27 years, Christmas by 
the Sea is closing due to a lack 
of foot traffic and tourists. 

The independent store 
on Hollis Street will be open 
until March 31 and close 
permanently on April 30. 

Owner Michael Pierce said 
customers that have shopped 
at his store for years were 
shocked by the news. 

“They say, ‘You’ve always 
been here; I thought you’d al¬ 
ways be,”’ he said. 

Pierce said the constant 
construction and deconstruc¬ 
tion in the downtown area, 
the lack of parking and in¬ 
creasing rental costs caused a 
noticeable drop in foot traffic. 

“It makes it not feasible 
to continue at this point,” he 
said. 

When he first opened, 
people would walk through 
the downtown core, taking 
their time to browse through 
various stores on foot. 

“It’s not happening like 
that anymore,” said Pierce. 


The increase in chain re¬ 
tailers and people buying local 
wares from non-locally owned 
stores have also negatively im¬ 
pacted independent retailers, 
he said. 

“We know what the big 
stores cariy and search for the 
things they don’t,” said Pierce. 
“You don’t get the same se¬ 


lection of products or service 
quality in a chain store.” 

“It’s been a privilege to 
be in this shop for all these 
years and be a part of people’s 
Christmases,” said Pierce. 
“It’s sort of an extended 
family thing with our custom¬ 
ers. We’re really going to miss

Tensions. Powerful 
Tory ministers make 
contradictory statements 
on Harper campaign 
promise — but who 
spoke out of turn? 


Two of the most powerful men 
in the Conservative cabinet 
have openly contradicted one 
another on a key campaign 
promise — a split that speaks 
to the different ideologies and 
allegiances in the Toiy caucus. 

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty started the ball roll¬ 
ing Wednesday by candidly 
questioning the wisdom of 
expanding income splitting for 
Canadian families. 

During the 2011 elec¬ 
tion, Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper promised to bring in 
the measure once the federal 
books were balanced. Allowing 
couples with children to split 


their income would mean par¬ 
ents could pool their income 
together in order to qualify for 
a lower tax bracket. 

“I would pay down public 
debt and reduce taxes more, 
myself, but I am only one per¬ 
son,” Flaherty said in a post¬ 


budget interview before the Ot¬ 
tawa Chamber of Commerce. 

But Employment Minis¬ 
ter Jason Kenney insisted the 
campaign promise would be 
kept, a sentiment echoed by 
Treasury Board President Tony 
Clement. 


“We made a platform com¬ 
mitment to introduce income 
splitting when we get to a bal¬ 
anced budget; we’ll get to a bal¬ 
anced budget next year, that’s 
veiy clear,” Kenney said. 

So who spoke out of turn? 
Flaherty or Kenney? 

One senior Conservative 
suggested Harper actually has 
his own reservations about 
income splitting. The Toiy 
suggested social conservatives 
within the party would be 
more in favour of such a plan 
because it appeals to tradition¬ 
al families where only one par¬ 
ent works. 

Other Conservatives specu¬ 
lated that Flaherty is feeling 
free to speak his mind because 
he has one foot out the door. 

There have been tensions 
between Flaherty and Kenney 
recently over Toronto Mayor 
Rob Ford. Flaherty is a friend 
of Ford’s, and reacted angrily 
when Kenney called on Ford to 
step down.

A man has been executed in 
Florida for raping and killing 
a nine-year-old boy 18 years 
ago, a death that spurred the 
victim’s parents to press na¬ 
tionwide for stronger sexual 
predator confinement laws. 

Authorities say 46-year- 
old Juan Carlos Chavez was 
pronounced dead Wednesday 
night after a lethal injection 
at Florida State Prison. 

Chavez abducted Jimmy 
Ryce at gunpoint after the 
boy got off a school bus on 
Sept. 11,1995, in rural south¬ 
western Miami-Dade County.

Discussion. North Korean 
demands manage to stall high- 
level talks with South Korea 


The highest-level talks be¬ 
tween the rival Koreas in years 
ended late Wednesday with 
little progress because of North 
Korea’s call for the delay of an¬ 
nual militaiy drills between 
Seoul and Washington set for 
later this month, officials said. 

Seoul officials said the meet¬ 
ing was requested by North 
Korea, which has launched a 
recent charm offensive after 
raising tensions last spring 
with repeated threats to fire 
nuclear-tipped missiles against 
Seoul and Washington. 

Later this month, the two 
Koreas are to hold reunions 
of families separated since the 
1950-53 Korean War. It would 
be the first such reunions in 


more than three years. 

North Korea also demanded 
South Korea delay the annual 
militaiy drills set to begin Feb. 
24 with the United States until 
the end of the family reunions, 
which are scheduled to start 
Feb. 20 and end five days later, 
the statement said. South Korea 
refused, saying it cannot link a 
purely humanitarian matter to 
a militaiy issue. The militaiy 
drills, which Pyongyang claims 
are preparations for an inva¬ 
sion but the allies call routine, 
are to end in mid-April. 

The statement said the Ko¬ 
reas agreed to continue to dis¬

Georgia on Wednesday called 
on foreign visitors to the Win¬ 
ter Olympics to keep out of Ab¬ 
khazia, a Russia-aligned break¬ 
away territoiy just south of 
Sochi along the Black Sea coast. 

The International Olym¬ 
pic Committee, however, said 
there was no reason not to go 
to Abkhazia. 

Abkhazia declared in¬ 
dependence shortly after Rus¬ 
sian forces crushed the Geor¬ 
gian army in a brief 2008 war, 
but most of the world still 
considers it Georgian terri¬ 
toiy. Only Russia, Venezuela, 
Nicaragua and two Pacific is¬ 
land nations have recognized 
Abkhazia as an independent 
countiy. 

Russia’s attempts to fa¬ 
cilitate travel across its bor¬ 
der with Abkhazia, only five 
kilometres south of Olympic 
venues, was “a provocation 
aimed at undermining the 
sovereignty and territorial in¬ 
tegrity of Georgia” and “mis¬ 
leading foreign citizens,” the 


Georgian Foreign Ministry said. 

Asked the IOC’s view on 
Olympics visitors going to Ab¬ 
khazia, IOC spokesman Mark 
Adams said “why not.” 

“The talks and exchanges 
between the two governments, 
that’s entirely been to the two 
governments,” he said. “In 
terms of going to Abkhazia ... 
well if it’s safe, people will go 
there.” 

Alexandra Kosterina, 
spokeswoman for the Sochi or¬ 
ganizers, refused to comment.

An activist who shed the light 
on the environmental impact 
of Olympic construction in So¬ 
chi was ordered Wednesday to 
serve three years in prison for 
spray-painting a fence.

cuted for his activities.” 

Vitishlco and another ac¬ 
tivist, Suren Gazaiyan, were 
found guilty in 2012 of “delib¬ 
erate destruction of property” 
for spray-painting the fence of 
what they said was a local gov¬ 
ernor’s property in a national 
forest where construction is 
forbidden. 

Human Rights Watch called 
on the International Olympic 
Committee to urge Russian au¬ 
thorities to free the activist.

Best sofas to let sleeping dogs lie 



Love your pup but not 
what he does to your 
furniture? Expert tips 
on buying pieces that 
can stand up to pets 


Sydney Masters’ dog Angus has 
white fur. But he loves to play 
and dig in the mud, so his paws 
are often brown. And that was a 
factor in Masters’ choice of sofa. 

“We didn’t choose the love¬ 
ly white sofa that I wanted. No! 
We chose a rich dark brown 
leather couch,” said Masters, 
who shares a Manhattan apart¬ 
ment and a home in France 
with her husband, who is 
French, and with Angus, a West 
Highland terrier. 

Finding furniture that dogs 
and cats won’t ruin is a chal¬ 
lenge. Here are some things 
to think about when you’re 
buying furniture, along with 
some ideas for protecting it 
from fur, stains and scratches. 

Leather 

Many dog owners report that 
leather works well as a pooch- 
proof alternative to fabric. “It’s 
that kind of glossed leather that 
repels water and dirt,” Masters 
says. But leather might not 


work for households with cats, 
who may damage it with their 
claws, according to the Amer¬ 
ican Humane Association’s 
chief veterinaiy adviser Dr. Pa¬ 
tricia Olson. 

Microfibre 

Some cat owners say that 
microfibre, a synthetic, velvety 
suede-lilce material, is a good 
alternative. It’s smoother and 
less appealing to cats than knits 
or woven fabric they can sink 
their claws into. And fur — 


from dogs or cats — is easily 
removed from microfibre with 
a vacuum, lint roller or cloth. 
Microfibre can also be spot- 
cleaned. 

Fabric 

If you own pets and must have 
fabric-covered sofas, consider 
this advice from Jay Jeffers of 
the Jeffers Design Group in 
San Francisco: “I would always 
suggest a fabric with a small 
pattern or texture — a herring¬ 
bone pattern or small check 


creates a great disguise.” 

And don’t be afraid to cam¬ 
ouflage your pet’s fur. “In our 
house, the furniture is in simi¬ 
lar colours to our pets so their 
fur blends in,” Jeffers said. 

Fabric slipcovers with zip¬ 
pers that are easily removed 
and washed are a plus. Some 
brands, like Ilcea, sell fitted 
slipcovers for their sofas so 
they can be replaced easily. 

A couch of their own 

One way to keep pets off your 


furniture is to give them a 
couch of their own. Choices 
abound, from $30 floor pil¬ 
lows at discount pet chains to 
$1,200-$1,400 US custom B- 
Home brand dog beds, sold at 
Jeffers’ design store, Cavalier 
— named for his two cavalier 
King Charles spaniels. En¬ 
chanted Home Pet sells classy 
dog-size sofas that look a lot 
like sofas for humans. They 
run $60 to $300 US depending 
on size, style and place of pur¬ 


chase; they’re available online 
and in store. 

Covering up 

The simplest way to protect 
furniture from pets is a fitted 
slipcover designed to stay put 
and look neat. Matt Kovacs, 
owner of an English bulldog, 
Lulu, has tried a number of 
covers and recommends the 
SureFit brand. “Without the 
covers, furniture doesn’t stand 
a chance.” the associated press

Men’s hockey, Habs 
goalie to start for 
Canada vs. Norway;

Even though Roberto Luongo 
finished the Olympics four 
years ago, he won’t start 
Team Canada’s run at de¬ 
fending that gold medal. 

Coach Mike Babcock chose 
to split the goaltending dut¬ 
ies out of the gate in Sochi so 
it will be Carey Price facing 
Norway in Canada’s opener 
on Thursday while Luongo 
will play Friday against Aus¬ 
tria. 

Babcock delivered the 
news to the goaltenders on

Wednesday, roughly 36 hours 
before puck drop of the Nor¬ 
way game. Babcock didn’t 
give a rationale for why he 
went with this order. 

“I was going to play one 
of them in (each of) the first 
two games,” Babcock said. “If 
I had put Luongo in, you’d 
be asking me the same ques¬ 
tion.” 

Recent performance cer¬ 
tainly seemed to give Price 
the edge. In his past six NHL 
games for the Montreal Cana- 
diens, Price is 4-1-1 with two 
shutouts, a 1.15 goals-against 
average and .967 save per¬ 
centage. 

Luongo is 1-5-0 with a 3.55 
GAA and .880 save percentage 
in his past six for the Vancou¬ 
ver Canucks. He appeared to 
accept Babcock’s decision. 

“We’re all here to play for 


Team Canada, man,” Luongo 
said. 

“It’s not about one player. 
We’re all pulling the same 
rope. It’s a team game right 
now. It’s not about Roberto 
Luongo or Carey Price or Mike 
Smith. It’s about being part of 
Team Canada. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter what role you are given, 
you have to embrace it and 
accept it.” 

Price, who will be making 
his Olympic debut, said all 
three goalies were all men¬ 
tally prepared for anyone to 
start the tournament. That 
Babcock called on him this 
time is a career highlight. 

“I seem to have had a lot 
in my young life so far,” Price 
said. “It definitely ranks up 
there.” 

It wasn’t immediately 
clear whether Price and 
Luongo would dress for both 
games, or if Smith would get 
a turn. Babcock also didn’t 
reveal if he has decided on 
a starter for Sunday’s game 
against Finland.
